Lather Burbank, the genius who has performed such wonders 
with plant liti-. oieating new varieties, new perfumes and new fla- 
vors, iuoreasing tlie vitality and productivity of flowers and vege- 
tables and fruits, says that "plants arc pliable ami amonabK' to the 
will of man," and that the laws which he has deuioustrated aru' 
capable of being applied in the field of race improvement 

If better plants, wliy not better mon? If the sprincs can be re- 
moved from the cactus, why can't the human species be relieved of 
its evil propensities t If the common daisy can be developed into a 
gortit ous lidu , r u ortby ,if the company of the roses, why can't 
human hemg l)e ennobled and rcfiucd to an even greater degree f 

Mr| Burbank says that "plants are pliable and nmennble to the 
will of man." Human nature is anything but pliable, and the will, 
or self-will, of man is the potent and constant canse of all his misery 
and the most intractable known clement in the \iniverse. To govej n 
the human spirit is the supremely difficult task which is set lor every 
man bom into the world, and the strohgest have found it easier to 
subdue all the forces of nature than to snbdue themselves. 

How much i)rogre.ss have be made in moral and intellectual dis- 
cipline and development since the time of Plato, for example, who 
described the soul of man as a charioteer driving a pair of winged 
horses, "one of them noble and or noble origin, and the other ignoble 
and of ignoble orifiin ; SO that, aa might be expected, there is a great 
deal of trouble in managing them?" 

A well-known scientist has said recently, "The first warning 
that biology gives to statesmanship is that the advanced races of 
mankind ate goinn backward; that they are biologically plungin? 
downward; that civilization as you administer it is self-destntctive : 
that civilization always destroys the man that builds it; that yonr 
vast efforts to improve man's lot, instead of improving man, are 
hastening the hour of his destruction, that the brain of man is not 
growing; that man as a breed of organic beings is not advancing. 
Let me urge yon to glance at the chart of your own national biology. 
The army" mental tests have shown that there are, roughly, forty-five 
million people in this country who haven't any sense." 

That is sufficiently discouraging. There is enough truth in it, 
as it is studied iu the light of history and of very recent events, to 
raise the question as to the valne of onr present accepted methods 
of race culture and improvetnent. ^Vhat is ^vrong with onr educa- 
tional system? What is wrong witli our mode of religious training? 
What is wrong with the home, which will remain always the funda- 
mental factor and basic institution in the evolution of mankind? 

These questions are not easily answered. Something more is 
needed, liowcvi t-. tlian cross-fertilization, selection and cultivation, 
by which Mr. Burbank has achieved his marvels. Man is more than 
K plant, more than an anitnal — ^he is a soul. Engenies as a science of 
race improvement does not meet the case. Making every man a Greek 
god in form or a Socrates in reasoning power will not save the world. 
Spiritual factors alone can solve the problem, and while methods of 
spiritual culture may change the primary elements in the problem 
remain the same. The message of religion is the one in all ages, and 
to man in every stage of his di'vclopment — "fear God and keep his 
commandments, for this is the whole duty of man." — Lexington 
Leader.

A thirteen-year-old girl who had been bathing at the Oak street 
beach walked across the la'wn near the beach 'wfthout putting a robe 
over her bathing suit. That was a violation of the regulations, and 
Lincoln Park Policeman Cutler, stationed at the beach, seized her 
and treated her so ronghly that her father and mother intervened. 
The father was roughly handled and the mother abused. The police- 
man then arrested the girl and the father. 

Young John B. Drake, seeing the plight of the family, intervened 
and endeavored to remonstrate with the policeman. He also was 
arrested. The following in court all three were discharged.. Young 
Mr. Drake and his father are making a point of the case, and rightly. 
The young man says that it ig not his habit to interfere with tlic 
police, but he has seen so niany caaes of ndstreatment at the beacli 
that it became impossible to remain passive. 

The police are expected to use discretion in preservinf and en- 
forcing law, but it is not their privilege to abuse citizens. A police- 
man may warn a person who has violated a regulation. A sensible 
offloer knoiws when a warning is better than an arrest, as it frequent- 
ly Is, and the warning need not be given offensively. 

If an arrest is necessary, there is no excuse for violence, or even 
roogfaness, unless th^re is reaiatance. There ia no exonse for abusiv e 
language. The policeman's ease is in court and not in the market 
place. The abusive, violent policeman is lawless himself and he 
brings law into disrespect. 

No one expects a polieeman to handle a rowdy or a crowd of 
rowdies by saying. "Tut," bat it ia espaoM that ordinary citizens 
shall be handled in a lavfifl aud not a lk«(ea<«MMMr.--43hiMgo Trib- 
une.

Washington, D. C. — Arouited by the 
largo number of acci4ents and fatali- 
ties attributed to motor mishaps, 
scores of cities and localUles through- 
out the United States began the week 
of October 8 to 14 with the obscn-ance 
of "Soven Days for Safety," part of the 
"Safety Season" suggested by the 
Highway Education Board. 

According to the most reliable sta- 
Uatlea, the Board says, at leaat 12,600 
persons wore kiUed In motor aecidents 
during un, while 150,000 persons re- 
ceived minor or major Injurlea during 
the same period. TUs death and aool- 
dent toll, says tho Board, oan be laid 
directly at tho door of oareiaosness 
and ignorance. It Is In an eSOrt to 
correct this situation that the "Safety 
Season," with Its component parts, ia 
suggested. 

One of tho unfortunate features is 
the fact that accurate statistics of the 
number of accidents and deaths can- 
not be had from all communities. Tho 
Board's estimate Is based on the best 
figures obtainable from the Bureau of 
Census. 

In the bservanco of the "Safety Sea- 
son" In New York City, one of the out- 
aundlng activities is "Safety Week" 
under the direction of the Safety In- 
stitute of America, with Judge Elbert 
H. Oary at the head of lU public aafo- 
ty oommitteo. In New York the week 
was. divided into speoial days and vir- 
tualljr the aaaia »MeedHre m» foi- 
lowe4 ia other eities. 

One Ql tha ehist siiMSsUona for ths 
obsorranee of the "lafety Season" 
ana "■atety Week" Is that In mth eity 
a Public Safety IsecuUve Committee 
bo appointed by the mayor, or other 
competent authority, which should be 
ehurKed with the duly of carrying on 
tho other actlvllleii of the "Season." In 
^ihht^uMne^^ejafel)^ 



each locality is thus entrusted to those 
who feel the greatest concern and re- 
sponsibility fo^ IL Among tboae sug^ 
geated to serve on these oonunlttoes 
are representatives from tho pollee 
Jepurtments, schools, ohambers of
